The address of Hon. Thomas M. Nor- 
wood, at the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives last night, was a notable one in 
many respects. ; 

It was made in response to an invitation 
from a number of members of the legisla- 
mre who had’ asked this distinguished Geor- 
pian to express his Views upon the financial 
tituation—the subtreasury bill in particular— 
snd the speaker was greeted by a large and, 
ia many respects, notable audience. 

Eight o’clock was the hour fixed. Before 
taat time arrived the house and the galler- 
jes were filled with people. Governor 


Northen was there, occupying # seat in the 
rear of the hall, but at all times an inter- 
ested spectator, , Not far in front of him sat 
Pat Calhoun, Off at his right, some distance 
away, was Congressman Livingston. Prom- 
inent alliancemen were scattered through the 
hall, and there wasa notably large number of 
well-known young men in the house and in 
the galleries. The statehouse officers were 
thers, and, of course, there was a large attend- 
ance of senators and representatives. Last, 


but far from least, there were many ladies. 
They, too. were interested, as well as interest- 


ing. 

At.a few minutes past 8 o’clock Mr. Tatum, 
of Dade, walked up toa position in front of 
the speaker's desk, and, tapping gently for 
order, said: 

For the purpose of organizing this meeting, 
I move tha: Mr. Kemp, of Emanuel, be called 
to preside.’’ 

Everybody voted “aye” on his proposition, 
and Mr. Kemp took the speaker’s chair. 

Then, four minutes later, Mr. Norwood 
entered from the speaker’s room, preceded by 
Mr, Hartridge, of Savannah, and foilowed by 
ir. Norman, of Liberty, There was a liberal 
amount ot applause as they advanced to the 
speaker's stand. * 

There was a few minutes’ consultation, and 
it was decided that Mr. Hartridge should in- 
troduce the speaker of the evening. This he 
did ina few words, paying a high tribute to 
his honerty and integrity, his high qualities of 


statesmanship. 
Mr. Norwood Eegins. 


As Mr. Norwood rose he was warmly 
greeted by applause from all parts of the 
house. In theclear manner peculiarly his 


own he began: 

Ladies and Gentlemen, Fellow Citizens of 
Georgia and My Countrymen—I come tonight by 
invitation from some of the members of the legis- 
lature to address you uponjthe subject of sub- 
treasury. I will ask your permission, however, to 
take a broader field for our consideration than 
that one subject; a field, however, that encom- 
passes the subtre ; and to me I shall ad- 

‘dress remarks before I close. I propose to address 
you upon the subject of 

Finance in This Country— 
our financial system, which embraces coinage, 
currency, banking, the tariff and internal revenue, 
but Ido not propose to address myself to the two 
last branches of the subject—internal revenue 
and the tariff, — incidentally upon the latter. 
Being invited to address you upon the subtreas- 
ury, [ have chosen a subject which necessarily 
involves that question, and that is our banking 
and our currency, and allow meto say. inadvance, 
that lappear tonight not to speak forthe alli- 
ance, not for the anti-alliance nor the non-alli- 
ance, but to speak in behalf of all—men, women 
and children—of our common country, because it 
isa a oye thatis vitalto us all, and, therefore, 
that isthe reason whyI have chosen a broader 
subject than the one of the subtreasury. I come 
with no feeling towards any man or any institu- 
tion. I have ; 

No Feeling Against Banks; 
none against railroads; none against any class 
nor any occupation, but I come to speak for equal- 
ity forall and favoritism to none. [Applause]. I 
desire that equality which our forefathers fought 
for when they established this government. I de- 
sire to speak for that equal chance for allin the 
race of lifé. Ispeak for the democracy, the peo- 
ple, and not*for any class, and in doing that it be- 
comes necessary to review the condition of things 
1D this country at present. 

Before the war we had a system of banking that 
the states controlled. We got along very well : 
oad gtr Sra, we were a contented, happy people, 
ana nothing on the earth disturbed us except the 
@lavery question that our northern friends con- 
tinnally agitated. Our banking system was very 
— Nobody complained of it particularly. It 

trne that 

Now and Then a Bank Failed, 
but that is incident to all human enterprises; but 
in the main our banking system was successful. 
It was condncted by the states, each acting for it- 
self; and mark it, there was no centralization of 
currency in any one ‘quarter of the United States 
at that time. ere was no aggregation of wealth 
in any one section, hor by any class. There were 
defects in that system, however, and‘to which I 
shall address myself further on. The war came 
on; the south and the north were divided; the 
United States government began 
To Issue Bonds and Currency, 

jJegal tender, é6tc. Now we come to the chapter 
in the history of our country to which I invite 
your special attention. I am going now into the 
subject, of howand why we arein the eondiiton 
we are in now. 

The north.and south, as I said, being divided, 
and goverment bonds re mowed bythe United 
Btatees government, some Machevilian designed a 
new 8,,stem of banking. State banks were to be 
done &.way with and a new system of banking was 
to be devised, and he made this proposition: 

“We Of the north, and not only that, but we of 
the east, own all of the government bonds. In 
other words, we have got a monopoly of these gov- 
ernment bends. Now, let us make that the basis 
of banking.®’

Lf the stocks continued to go down, he had 
still to put up nargins to make his loan good, and 
when he could not make his loan good, they took 


his stocks. When 
They Gathered in the Stocks 
by this process, then, having control of the stock 
exchange, they put the price up; then the men 
who had to borrow had to buy at their prices 
again and hypothecate those stocks and bonds in 
their banka at their prices; and that is the con- 
dition of things today that has been existing in 
this country for twenty-five years, called the 
national banking Y eg but a worse misnomer 
was never applied. There is nothing national 
about it. It originated, in the first place, in one 
section of the union; it originated, in the second 
lace, in a part of that section of the union, and 
t originated, in the third place, with a few indi- 
viduals who controlled the securities’ upon which 
banking was to be done, and the only reason why 
It Was Called National Banking 

was because congress passed the act establishing 
the system, and authorized the secretary of the 
treasury to issue notes, which were to be de- 
livered upon the delivery to the treasurer of $100 
in bonds for §90 in notes. Thus the national 
banking system commenced, It is a monopoly. 

I repeat it, and it isa monopoly that is owned 
by a very few individuals, and it has been reaping 
interest from the people for the last twenty-five 
years at the rate of from one hundred to one hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars per annum. 
In 1890 the comptroller of the currency 
reports that the interest paid to the national 
banks alone was $144,000,000. There are 3,567 
national banks, and there are 4,515 state banks, 
loan and trust companies, savings banks and 
private banks, and the’ national banks received 
that amount. The supposition is, and very 
reasonably so, too, that the same amount, or more, 
was paid to the larger number of banks, which is 
about a thousand more in number. 

He Suggests a Change. 
Now, my friends, that being the conditfon of 


our banking system, it behooves us to consider, 
and consider well, whether some change cannot 
be made that will pe for the benefit of the whole 
people instead of ror the benefit of a few. What 
has been the resujt of that system? That system, 
coupled with a tariff, another monster that was 
born during the war, and born of it, and so hid- 
eous was it when it first made its appearance in 
the halls of congress that the friends of it had to 
apologize and say when the war was over it should 
be changed; reduced, if not repealed; so that, by 
the tariif and the banking system we have been 
drained, and drained annually, of our wealth, 
our profit, until we have made comparatively no 
progress, 
Georgia and Rhode Island. 

Now, let us see what progress we have made in 
comparison with the section of the country where 
all this banking was monopolized, and where all 
our transportation goes—the profit of it, I mean 
—and where the tariff reaps its 50 per cent 
every year of all the people of the United States. 
1 do not desire, and will notif I can help 1t, to 
weary you with statistics, but I desire to present 
to you a few that bear directly upon the question 
that lam discussing. ‘That is to say, 1 wish to il- 
lustrate to you how wealth has accumulated there 
and not here. 1 will take the least state in the 
United States, Rhode Island, and the most pros- 
perous state in the south (supposed to be), 
Georgia, and run a parallel between them, and let 
you see—get some glimpseof the condition of 
things that has been going on for the last twenty- 
five years. In 1886 Rhode Island’s wealth was $105,- 
000, Iwill not give the thousands. Geor- 
gia’s wealth was $686,000,000. Twenty years af- 
terwards mark the change. In 1880 Rhode Island 8 
wealth was $420,000,000; Georgia’s $237,000,- 
000. Of course we aceount for that 
Large Diminution in Georgia's Wealth 
by the freedom of slaves, and yet we have only 

237,000,000 left after the lapse of sixteen years 
from the emancipatiou of the slaves. Rhode 
Island’s area is 1,250 square miles; Georgia's is 
58,000 and over. Georgia is forty-six times as 
large in territory. he population of Rhode 
Isiand in 1890 was 345,000; of Georgia, 1,834,000. 
Rhode Island’s banking capital in 1890 was §117,- 
$00,000; more than three times the banking re- 
sources of Georgia, with Georgia’s population 
being five times that of Kbode Island. The aver- 
age of the banking capital and resources of Rhode 
Island last year was $3il per capita; that 
of Georgia was $20.05. If Rhode Island 
had had Georgia’s number of population, and 
the same ratio of capital that she had, she would 
last year have owned $2,100,000,000, but that is for 
1880, because I have not got the figures of 1890; 
they are not yet published; she would have owned 
in 1880 $2,100,000,000 to Georgia’s $237,000,000. On 
September 30, 1889, the individual deposits in na- 
tional banks in Rhode Island were $16,536,000; in 
Georgia they were $6,200,000. With Georgia's 
opufation at that ratio Rhode Island would have 
bad $81,682,000 or 

More Than Sixteen Times 

the amount of individual deposits in Georgia. 
The deposits of the savings banks in Rhode 
Island in 1890—the number of depositors were 
127,898; in Georgia 43,876. The amount of de- 
posits in Rhode Island was $00,479,000; in Geor- 
gia $2,637,000. Theaverage amount to each de- 
positor in Rhode Island in 1890 was $472.88. The 
average to each depositor in Georgia was $60.12. 
With Georgia’s population Rhode Island’s amount 
ot deposits would have been $340,000,000, or $128 
to $1 in Georgia. : 

Now that is one state, Now let us widen the 
view and compare a group of states. 

East and South Compared. 

I take New England, New York, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey as one group, and the southern 
states as the othet.fora comparison. The first, 
being nine states, had in population last year 
17,331,000, leaving off the odd numbers. The 
southern states, thirteen in number, including 
West Virginia, had 18,295,000. fhe banking re- 
sources of those nine states last year on 
the ist day of June, were $3,150,190,000. 
The banking resources of those _ thir- 
teen states the same date were §$386,800,000, 
a difference of nearly 3,000,000 in favor of those 
nine states. The banking resources of those nine 
States per capita was $205; of the thirteen states 
was $19.74. In 1889 the deposits in those several 
banks in the nine states were $1,212,426,000, while 
inthe southern states it was only $7,528,000, or 
$166 to our $1. The deposits in 1890 in the nine states 
were $1,000,289,000; inthe southern states $9,000,- 
340,000. The 

Increase of Deposits 
in the nine states was $76,000,000; in the thirteen 
southern states $1,812,000. The total of the bank 
resources on the ist day. of June, last year, 
inthe whole United States were $5,613,747,000, 
of which these nine states owned $3,000,510,000 or 
three-fifths; and New York alone owned $533,000,- 
000, while the thirtesn states owned $336,000,000, 
considerably less than what the city of New York 
alone owned, that is,$533,000,000 to $386 ,000,000 ;and 
of this $3,510,460,000 owned by the pine states, three 
of them, to-wit, New York, Pennsylvania and 
Massachusetts, owned $2,001,340,000, or nearly 
$3,000,000 ,000 out of $3,510,000,000. 
Clearing House Transactions. 

Now, one word about the figures in the clearing 
house transaction. For the week ending Noyem- 
ber ist, last year, the total for the United States 
was $1,260,000,000, of which New York city alone 
had $781,000,000. For the year ending October 30th, 
last year, the total amount of clearing house 
transactions were $58,845,000,000, of which New 
York city did $37,660,000,000. 

The number of shares of national bank stock 
he)d by those nine states last year was 3,318,000, of 
which Massachusetts, New York and Pe:nsyl- 
vania held 1,663,000, while the number of shares 
held by the southern states was only 539,000. 

The Wealth Goes East. 

I will rest fora moment upon the question of 
statistics. 1] have given you enough for you to 
see that the wealth of this country is not only 
rapidly increasing in the eastern states, but that 
the wealth of the south and the west is as rapidly 
being drawn to that section of the union. 

What are the advantages of New England over 
the south and the west? With what has God en- 
dowed her that he has not endowed us? Are they 
a more industrious people than we are? Do they 
do more labor to the man? Have they any greater 
natural resources than we have? Why is it then 
that they have all these advantages over us in the 
wealth of the country? Itis, fellow citizens, be- 
cause they have the means, the financial means of 
drawing to. themselves the wealth that we make 
despite all She efforts that we make to retain it.

They Are Our Friends. 


Just here, my friends, allow me to say, while I 
am not an allianceman, while I do not approve of 
all that the alliance has done, I say this, they 
are our friends, our neighbors, our brothers, our 
countrymen.

They 
are part and parcel of us, and we cannot sepa- 
rate our interests and our destinies, It is our 
duty, therefore, to assist in any effort that is 
made by them, or by any other man or association 
of men, to see if we cannot devise some means by 
which we can rescue ourselves from the enthbrall- 
ment that has been put upon us by this financial 
system and the tariff. If the alliance makes a 
proposition, it is unwise, it is unkind, it is un- 
neighborly, it is unfriendly to scoff at it, to ridi- 
cule it, to burlesqueit. Take it and consider 
itas I have done. See whether it is feasible and 
practical. Consult with them because they are 

Our Neighbors and Our Friends, 

and if we go down, they go. If they go down, we 
go. If they cannot rescue us, I will say for them 
I do not Know the power under the sun that can 
do it because they are the reserve forces of this 
country. [Applause.}] Therefore, I say, speaking 
not simply for the alliance, but speaking for all, it 
is our duty to ourselves, it is wisdom on our part, 
it is common sense that we unite all our efforts, 
mental, moral, physical, to rescue ourselves from 
this slavery, and it is with that view thatl come 
here to speak to you tonight, and with that view 
that I have considered every proposition that has 
been made because we know that in a multitude 
of counsel there is safety and we will find wisdom 
after awhile no doubt. 

Now I have presented to you the manner in 
which this banking system commenced. It was a 
monopoly. Itisa monopoly today. 

It Was Stolen. 


Ido not say stolen because it is an offensive 
word—it was taken from the system of the Bank 
of England. It is not only monopoly, but mo- 
narchial, and the very principle that under- 
lies the Bank of England is the principle that 
underlies the national bank, so-called, of the 
United States. 

In aspeech made by Mr. Calhoun in the senate 
in 1837, when he wag discussing the question of 
banks, he made the statements that I have just 
repeated in this lagguage: 

“The Bank of England was incorporated in 1694, 
and was'the first bank of deposit, discount and 
circulation. Its capital was £1,200,000. It con- 
sisted wholely of government stock bearing inter- 
est of 8 per cent per annum.” 

I will make use of that further on when I come 
to the discussion of another point, but I want you 
to bear that in mind that that bank is not only a 
monopoly, but it is based upon asystem that lies 
“we as foundation of the banking system of Eng- 
and. 


The Banking System. 

I said just now that I have been considering, to 
the best of my ability, all propositions that have 
been made to bring relief, At last, thinking over 
the banking system and the currency of the 
country, it occurred to me that if they were cor- 
rect as they envelop the question of the sub. 
treasury, proposed by the alliance, that the 
remedy for notsimply the alliance, nat simp!: 
the farmers, but the remedy for all would be 
found, and a solution that I had arrived at right 
or wrong, I will state f you now ina few words, 
and proceed to a discussion of it. 

The only feature about the present banking 
system that is good is that they use as their cur- 
rency a note that is issued by the general govern- 
ment. One of the difficulties, under the old state 
bank was that as each bank issued its own cur- 
rency, when the holder of that currency went 
beyond the limits of the state his 


Currency Was Subject to a Discount 

or a loss, but the present national currency is as 
rood in one sgate as the other, or any other. Hence 

consider thata good feature to incorporate in 
any banking system. And pow the proposition 
that [submit forthe correction in part—not in 
whole, but in part of these evils that we are 
sulfering is as follows: Weneed more currency’ 
I think that proposition will hardly be debated: 
Therefore, my first proposition is to increase the 
currency. The secretary of the treasury, Mr. 
Foster, says that we have $23 and odd 
cents per capita already, and the way he arrives 
at it is this; I wish to show to yona very unique 
way of making a calculation. In 1891, July 1st, he 
makes this statement in order to arrive at what 
the circulation is now. 

The Amount of Coin. 

“The general stock or coin issued, taking gold 
coin, standard silver dollar, subsidiary silver 
gold certificate, silver certificate, treasury notes 
under the act of July 14, 1890, United States notes 
and national bank notes, is $2,300,130,000.” 

Now, that isthe amount of coin, he says issued 
up to-this date. In the treasury of the same, gold, 
etc., $600,062,000. Therefore, Says the secretary, 
there are in circulation $1,500,067,000. Well, it 
does not take the intellect of a child to see that it 
is entirely wrong. There is the amount of coin that 
has been issued. There 1s the amount that is 
retained in the treasury, and therefore the balance 
of itis in circulation. Why, Mr. Sherman said 
not long ago that in thirty years coin wears out. 
It passes away.” If not, what is to be said by the 
secretary of y 

The Coin That Has Been Lost, 

tf#it has been burnt in fires, that has gone down 
into the depths of the ocean in shipwrecks, that 
has been used in the arch that goes abroad every 
year by the millionaires and others in their visits 
to Europe, who carry many millions of it per 
annum. Secretary Manning was frank enough to 
say in one of these reports that there is 
the sum of $279,000,000 of coin that is unaccounted 
for. He dves not say, he cannot say that it 
is in circulation. Therefore, Mr. Foster’s calcu- 
lation is not the guide. I will state just here that 
a statisticianin Washington, Mr. Dunning, who 
ia the author of a work on the prropeeds of price, 
has taken up this statement of the secre an 
analyzed it, and, by. making fair deductions, h 
estimates that the circulation in the United States 
per capita is not five dollars. Well, now, fellow 
citizens, letit be as itmay. We know one thing, 
that the circulation per capitais not equally dis- 
trivuted. I have shown you here

Where the Banking Capital Is, 

and how much they have there pef capita, and 
what we have here. I show you the number of 
deposits there and the number here. I have 
shown you the per capitaof those deposits, and 

ou see that it runs from 15 and 20for one up as 

ich as 160forone. The money, therefore, in cir- 
culation is not here, even if there may be §33 per 
capita, and we do not get the benefit of it, even if 
it is in circulation anywhere. Why? It is not let 
out. We do not own it, and we cannot borrow it. 
It is banked in New England. It is one thousand, 
two thousand, three thousand miles away from the 
man who would borrow; the chasm botween the 
borrower and the lender is too great; the distance 
is too wide. The money and the securit y do not 
know each other—they are not acquainted. It is 


hoarded, it is 
Piled Up in Those Banks 


until they have there $1,500,000,000 of deposits, 
$1,500,000,000 of ore that they do not loan, lying 
idle. We cannot borrow it. Therefore, even ad- 
ing that there may be twenty-three-dollars 
a emsaiion per capita, what good does it do us of 
the south and the west who need the money? Isn’t 
it true? Do youall not know it to be true that 
whenever you desire to move yourcrop you have 
ot to get money from New York to move it? The 
nks fore loan to the commission merchants and 
the other merchants, and theyloantothe farmer, 
and the farmer uses it — crop comes in, or 
when he wants to make Lis crop.

The secretary of the treasury shall issue legal 
tender notes to the amount which it would take to 
sustain the existing circulation; limited to the 
amount per capita that congress sball decide 
upon. For instance, if congress decides npon $40 
per capita that would be, salto the population of 
the country at 62,000,000, $2,480,000,000 legal tender, 
less the amount of circulation now in the country, 
50 a8 not to increase the circulation per capita be- 
yond the $40, Those legal tenders should be~ re- 
ceived in payment for all debts by the govern- 
ment, except for duties on imports, and the rea- 
son that I would exclude the duties upon imports 
is that i would make them payable in gold in 
order that the treasury. of the United States 
should have 

A Constant Influx of Gold 

as a basis upon which the legal tender notes thus 
to be issued should rest. In other words, I do not 
propose to issue flat money, but that that money 
should rest upon coin and redeemable at will 
whenever presented to the treasury at Washing- 
ton, or to subtreasuries established in any state 
— Sn of the citizens of the country 

Now the next question is, what is to be done 
with those legal tender? and that is the main 
question. lam coming back to that in a few 
minutes to discuss the proposition of 

Issuing Legal Tenders, 

because there isthe place where the attack is 
going to begin by those opposed to giving the re- 


lief sought by the south and west. I would make 
this application of those legal tenders. I wonld 
distribute them to the states as states, and that to 


each state according to its population. To illus- 
trate it, which will simplify the proposition, take 
the state of Georgia, and suppose the population, 
in round numbers, to be 2,000,000. the amount 

r Capita to be issued, or to be made up, is $40. 

ow, forty times two million would make eighty 
millions, and from that 80,000,000 should be de- 
ducted the amount of circulation in Georgia. As- 
suining that circulation to be 30,000,000, the 
amount allotted to the state of Georgia, there- 
fore, would be 50,000,000 of those 
legal tenders. Now, the question is 
what will the state do with that? Before I dis- 
cuss that I want to state to you that the proposi- 
tion thatd made was fair, you will see, goes to a 
readjustment of the currency of this country in 
its circulation. Itis for the distribution of it 
among the people and among the states, accord- 
ing to population, for as is believed that 8 per 
cent of the population has either the banks or 
the banks are controlled by nine states. We must 
havea 

Distribution of the Circulation, 


and the method thereof, is to give the additional 
circulation to those states that have the least cir- 
culation, and taking as the basis of distribution 


the population of those nine states. 

You see thus that if New York has pretty near 
forty dollars per capita she would get that much 
less legal tender than a state like Georgia that 
has so little. The state that has the least would 

et proportionately more, according to her popu- 
ation, and thus you have 

The Currency Equally Distributed 

among the whole people of the states, because we 
must, proceed upon the assumption that if a 
gillion people require a certain amount of circu- 
lation, two millions require double that amount, 
all other things being equal. 

Now the next proposition is, what will the 
states do withthat circulation? Here we must 
draw the line on the principle on which I would 
base this system, and the details on which 1 would 
carry out its execution. I would leave each state 
to carry out its policy according toits own wis 
dom and its own judgment, Having the cur- 
rency of the country distributed in the states pro 
rata, according to population and $40 per capita, 
we have got it away from the eastern states that 
controlled it so long, and now it is our duty to see 
that we use itand control it and hold it. The 
suggestion has been made, why if that was done, 
all that circulation would go right back to New 
York; it wouldn't stayin the west long. Well, 
that may be s0, but it would depend entirely on 
how the states managed it. There is one way to 
manage it by which it cannot be absorbed by New 
York. My proposition is simply this, that 

The State Manage It 
for itself; that when this money is alloted to each 
state the state shall control it for the benefit of 
ail the peopie of that state. Take the state of 
Georgia to show how it should be used. Zhe al- 
lotment per capita to Georgia would be $50,000,- 
000. I would set est $10,000,000 of that as a re- 
eerye to be held where never Wall street or the 
money power of the country tries to scoop the 
farmers. The next $10,000,000 I would let besaie 
have upon safe conditions. Not upon the old sys- 
tem of banking. I want toavoidtwo evils of the 
old system. The first existed before the intro- 
duction of national currency; and the second is 
the embezzlement so common with national 
banks at this day. It was very unusual before 
the war, but it has got to be very fashionable now. 
{Laughter.] It is called abstraction 
And Other Polite Names Now, 


but before the war it was plain stealing; there- 
fore, after I settled the question of circulation to 
the state and the question of the circulation to 
the banks inthe state I would require the bank 
to deposit inthe treasury of the state security 
for the people of the state dealing with the bank, 
just as the United States government holds the 
Jnited States bonds 100 to W to sg8e- 
cure those who deal with that bank, 
and with that exception I would 
have the banks for the convenience of the people, 
for the convenience of depositors, for the con- 
venience of small borrowers, wen who want 
a hundred, two hundred, three hundred or five 
hundred dollars, or even a less amount. So Ido 
not see how any bank in the west or south or the 
east, if you please, could offer any objection to 
this system, because they would make more 
money than they now make by the old method. 
The next thing I would -have the state do is to 
establish a system of loans ata lower rate of 
interest to individuals. I do not fix the details, 
but [am chalking out the plans. It might be 4, 
5or6 percent. The reasons 1 would 
Lower the Rate of Interest 

are this: 

First, This money is intended for the people. 
To enable the people to borrow they must have a 
lower rate of interest in order thatthe loan may 
be financially a success. The man that borrows 
money now at 8 per cent must be doing an extra- 
ordinary business in order to derive any benefit 
from it. Ordinarily it would pp oeanty, Thay kind 
of business, and yet farmers have n paying 
8, 12, and even 15 percent. Now first having a 
lower rate of interestin order to enable peopie 
who have proper security to borrow, I lay it 
down tonight as a correct axiom of political 


& 


economy which I have never seen in the books, 
but which can be maintained as sound, that every 
state or government should 


Establish a Rate of Interest 


that shall not be higher, oras high, as the per- 
centage from industry, including agriculture. 
The state may have cotton factories; it may have 
mines ; itsmay have fertilizer factories and so on. 
Now take the average from those enterprises and 
the interest on/money ought not to be greater or 
even as great as the incomes from those indus- 
tries. Still, if ought to be sufficient to draw 
|money, for pioney will go where it can lie in the 
Shade apd-hot work, just like a lazy man will if 

oO adhim. Therefore, as I said, the rate of 
Interest should be such as to draw money into 
these enterprises and develop the resources. If 
you do not do that it will seek the bank 
where it is inoperative and unproductive, 
except to the man that loansit. It benefits no- 
body but the iender; but if you introduce a low 
rate in interest it will gointo allthe enterprises 
and all the wealth that is in the state will de- 
velo Therefore, with a low rate of interest, I 
fwould lend the percentage 

to the people who 
upon some hypothecated 
osition to secure the state against loss. With 
the remainder of the fifty millions I would have 
the state to loan it upon proper security, just as 
money is loaned upon land, upon stocks, ‘upon 
bonds, upon real estate, and especially to those 
individuals and those corporations that desire a 
loan for the purpose 
_ Of Establishing Factories, 

of developing any resources, working mines, 
quarries or any other enterprise that won!d add to 
the wealth of the state. I would establish a 
bureau of finance, and that bureau would be regu- 
lated by the state legislature and would fix the 
securities so far as it could upon which this 
money should be loaned by the state. I would 


establish a sinking 


take away from that bureau the power 
favor, but would Pe 
Insist Upon Rigid Kuales 

naltics (f they violated the aw. Thus, 
009 cuuld be loaued to individuals as 
well a8 corporations. It could be advanced to 
railroads upon its bonds at a low rate of interest 
and enable railroads te be developed, or any other 
enterprise that might be started in the state. The 
state of Georgia under that system (the rate of in- 
terest being 5 per cent if her finances were prop- 
erly managed) would derive from the $30,000,000 a 
$1,500,000 interest; at 4 per cent she would aerive 
$1,200,000. That interest we are now paying Wall 
street, and have bcen paying for twenty-five years. 
I want the people of the state to have the benefit 
of that interest. I want that $3,000,000 that we 
send to Wall street every year distributed for the 
benefit of every man, woman and child south and 
west, and with that interest in the state we could 
fund and pay off the state 
thus saving the paying of interest annually. 

More Education Given. 

Secondly, we could increase our educational 
system. Thirdly, we could establish a bureau of 
immigration that would be of some value to us, en- 
hance the value of real estate and increase the 
value as further security for‘ loans made by the 
banks in the state, and finally with that interest 
going into the treasury of the state annually, 
even if it was only a million dollars per annum, 
you can dispense with state taxation and leave 
nothing but municipal and county taxation to be 
paid by our people. 

Now. I want you to criticise these propositions 
closely. Bring your best judgment to bear, and 
say whether you can devise any sound objection 
to their being put in operation. , 

Mr. Livingston's Question. 

Mr. Livingston—Will you answer a question? 
Do you mean to include silver when you say legal 
tender should be based upon gold? 

Mr. Norwood—I believe I said silver. I intended 
to put gold and silver upon the same basis and let 
then be paid into the treasury. 

Now you will understand tliat this system can 
be carried out without embarrassing it with the 
question of free coinage. You can separate the 
two propositions. Insist upon this bank credit, 
because it 
* Will Give You Immediate Relief. 

The next congress can carry it out, and before 
that congress adjourns the treasury can begin to 
let out the circulation to the states. But I would 
have free coinage and insist upon that, but my 
own view is that we should limit the free coinage 
to the product of our own country, because other- 
wise it would have one objection, that we would be 
flooded with foreign silver; but if we confine it to 
our Own we would soon have silver enough to an- 
swer all purposes of our people, 1t matters not 
how much our population may increase. 

Now I want to go back a step, asI said a while 
ago, to meet the very first objection to this propo- 
sition by those bankers who have got rich on the 
present system. They are going to say: 

‘“*You propose to issue legal tenders, and what 
do you propose to base them on?” 

My answer is, I propose to base them on coin— 

old and silver—in the ty of the United 
States, that the treasurer shall hold tor the re- 
demption of those notes. They are the promises 
to payme. This government is our government. 
It belongs to us, and 

Every Dollar iff the Treasury 

belongs to the people, and they have got the ages 
sotodo. Ina celebrated discussion betwéen Mr 
Hayne, of South Carolina, and Mr. Webster, of 
Massachusetts, Mr. Webster insisted that this 
government was founded by the people, and not 

y the states; thatthe people ordained this gov- 
ernment, etc. That contention went on uatil 
1865, when our great chieftain, Robert E. Lee, 
delivered up his sword at Appomattox. We con- 
ceded that that declaration of Webstcr’s “was 
right; that this is a government not of the states, 
but of the peuple, and we, the people of the 
states, under that interpretation, 

Own the Money, 


and we have a right to say what shall be done 
with it, and we direct that the treasury shall issue 
this credit and use this money as a basis to re- 
deem the promise. Is there anything wrong in 
that? Is there flat money in that proposition? 
Oh, yes, these bankers will say, that is fiat money. 
Well, tet us see how much fiat money they have 
got. The national banks have a capital of $635,- 
000,000. Now, last year they held, according to 
the comptroller of the currency, $78,000,900 in 
coin, and I propose that the federal govern- 
ment shall hold in the treasury 30 or 
35 t time more than 
they then they will 
have more than they have given. But these 
national banks talking about fiat money last year 
loaned $989,000,000, and they held no other evi- 
dences of gold and siiver, gold certificates and 
silver certificates and certificates of greenbacks, 
all told, than $195,000,000, that in one in ten, 
They are required to have a reserve of 25 per cent. 
I was talking toa gentleman in THE CONSTITU- 
TION Office today on this snbject, and he said: 

‘They are required to have a reserve of 25 per 
cent.”

I said: 

“Yes, but they have not got it in coin.” 

He thought they were required to have it, but 
the truth is they have 

Simple Promises to Pay 
—paper, legal tender, gore certificates, silver cer- 
tificates, and so on, and they donot hold the 25 
per cent, so it would not do for themto fay that 
25 per cent would not answer the purpose under 
this System. Thereis no more danger of there 
being a run upon the treasury of the United 
States than upon one of those banks; no, not one- 
hundredth partof the danger that the United 
States would be called upon to redeem its notes 
than that the bank would be called upon to redeem 
its circulation. But thatis notall; those banks 
talk about fiat money. My friends, they are deal- 
ing today purely on paper. I will give you an il- 
lustration. The Chemical bank of New York 
city the other day,when the secretary of the treas- 
ury called upon it for its circulation, reported 
that its loans amount to $21,000,000; its banking 
capital to $300,000, and its deposits to $52,000,000. 
Now you seé another skeleton right there, which 
is the amount of money that these banks can make 
without money, and make out of money. That 
bank started with $300,000, and has a surplus of 
over five million dojlars, indicating that nearly all 
of this bank’s business is dune upon “pee. 
The comptroller of currency states that there is 
now $125,000,000 national bank notesin circula- 
tion. They are 
Retiring Their Notes, 


but increasing their banks, and they are banking 
upon the money deposited by their trons. I 
read to you a while o what John C. Calhoun 
stated aboutthe Bank of England. That bank 
started by issuing notes upon stock of the gevern- 
menut—8 per centstock. The national banks of 
the United States, by issuing notes upon bonds 
of the national government bearing 6 and 17: per 
cent. The parallel is perfect. They are not banking 
upon coin a® all. They were not banking 
upon it in the beginning, and they are 
not now. They are banking on the credit 
of the United States, and that is what my propo- 
sition is, that we shall have money on the credit 
of the United States; on the credit of our great 
government; on its strength and power and 
wealth and ability to redeem its promises, and 
that is more than lies at the bottom of any 
national bank. These national banks 


Do Not Use Any Coin Hardly 


at al! in their transactions. I will give you two or 
three figures to show you how they do business. 
Last year, and every year, the coniptroller of the 
currency called upon the banks to make a state- 
ment on a given day of their transactions, show- 
ing how much gold, how much silver, 
how much Par currency, how much 
in checks an drafts passed over the 
counters of the bank that day in the transaction 
of business. They reported, and here is the 
average: Of gold, taking $100 as the standard, 
there passed $1.13; of silver, taking the same 
standard, there a 43 cents; in paper cur- 
rency. principally greenbacks, gold certificates 
and clearing-house certificates, and other than 
national currency, §7.40; of checks, drafts, etc., 
$91.94. So they are now 
Doing Their Business Upon Paper, 

and the whole —a system of the country is 
resting upon paper. itis a house of cards, liable 
to topple down at any moment, when a financial 
storm arises, and so liable that if the whole of the 
banks in New York city were tomorrow called 
upon for $10,000,000 there would be financial 
wreck and ruin throughout the whole country. 

Now, that is the first objection that will be 
made, and 1 answered it in advance because I 
want those that hear me to be prepared to answer 
these objections so far as I have been abie to 
make them clear, and so far as they may see it. 

Now, passing from that point, taking it for 
granted that we need more currency, that the 
answer tothe objection that this is fiat money 
has been successfully made, the next step is to 
inquire what objection is there to taking the 
money by the states? Tomy mind the objection 
would be to it being done as at present by the 
federal governuient. It was not done by the gov- 
ernment before the war, and never would have 
been but for the war. ‘lhe powers of the govern- 
ment are limited to coin money, etc. However, 
greenbacks 

Were Issued as a War Measure,

Hia Objection to Subtreasury, 


The firsi objection to the subtreasury is 
is unconstitutional.

He declared it was absurd to attempt 
to force roads to sell tickets and turn business 
over to another road that was fight- 
ing their: rates when they had _ roads 
of their own or friendly roads 
running to the same — over which they 
could send business. It was absurd ior a little 
road like that to make demands on the big 
roads, and when the big roads refused to ac- 
cept them to cry that they would legislate 
them out of existence. 

He then wanted to know why the legisla- 
ture should single out the railroads as an ob- 
ject of political attack; why they did not se- 
lect other companies and corporations. 

He declared he was opposed to any legisla- 
tion on this question at all. He thought the 
matter should be left in the hands of the three 
distinguishec gentlemen who constitute the 
railroad cominission. But if thé house was 
determined to pass some bill or law he was in 
favorof the mildest bill that had been of- 
fered, and that was the Chappell substitute,

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A COMPARISON OF TAX RATES. 


The Expenditures of Several Years Ago 
Compared with Those of 
the Present, 


One of the most prominent men in Geor- 
gia—a man whose opinions upon all public 
questions, and especially those bearing upon. 
finance, are regarded everywhere as having 
great weight—was talking at the Kimball 
yesterday about the tax rate fixed by the leg- 
islature. He was the center of a group of in- 
terested listeners, but his talk suddenly ceased 
when a CONSTITUTION representative joined 
the group. 

He was urged to go on. | 

‘*T will do so,” he said, “on one condition— 
that isthat you will not mention my name.” 

The promise was given. 

“Nothing hinders the prosperity of the peo- 
ple more than high taxation,”’ he began. 
“The poorer classes particularly are injured 
by it—more even than the middle classes and 
the rich, who are supposed to pay the greater 
part of the taxes. I have been induced to 
examine the compilation of statistics from the 
state treasurer’s oftice used by Mr. Huff, chair- 
man of the house finance committee, in the 
house on the 22d instant and published in Tug 
Constitution of the 23d instant. The lesson 
to be learned from the figures there marshaled, 
together with other figures gathered from of- 
ficial reports, is startling enough to attract at- 
tention. 

‘For several years after the democratic 
party gained control of the state, taxes were 
necessarily high, During those years the re- 
turns of taxable property were but little more 
than one-half of the return for the year 1891; 
for example, the return of 1878,the last year, the 
high rate of 5 mills was levied, being $226,221,- 
718, as against an aggregate of $402,586,468 in 
1891. Inthe same year,1878, theinterest on the 
public debt was $719,135, besides $100,000 
principal of 8 per cent bonds, required to be 
paid on account of the sinking fund; while in 
1891, the amount of interest on the 
public debt to be paid had fallen to $380,660, 
and $100,000 for the sinking fund, which would 
make the fixed charge $480,660 instead of 
$819,135. 

“The 
returned for 


increase of property 
taxation, and the _ steady 
decrease of the public debt, 
led to a lower rate. The policy of the legisla 
ture, from year to year, was to limit expendi- 
ture until the tax rate could be materially re- 
duced. When this had been effected, the 
policy was to enlarge appropriations to meet 
growing public needs, in proportion, as the 
increasing amount of tax returns, and the de- 
creasing amount of interest tobe paid on the 
public debt left a larger sum available for 
general purposes at practically the same tax 
rate. In 1883 the rate was 24 mills, the lowest 
point reached. Thereafter the enlargement 
of the lunatic asylum and the building of the 
new capitol and of the Technoiogical school 
induced an increased rate. For 
the six years from 1883 to 1883, 
inclusive, during which these extraordinary 
expenditures occurred, the average rate was 
3.31 mills. It will be instructive to exam- 
ine how the taxes collected at this average 
rate during that period were spent. 

“Taking Mr. Huff's figures, the average an- 
nual appropriations for those years amounted 
to $1,662,188. From this sum, according to offi- 
cia] reports, the average annual amount of the 
permanent school fund which entered the 
treasury, viz: $313,422.07, not including the 
poll tax retained in the counties and the aver- 
age amount of interest paid on the public 
debt—$577,980.40—and $100,000 for sinking 
fund, paid on maturing bonds, an aggregate of 
$991,402.47 must be deducted to ascertain the 
actual amount expended annually for general 
purposes. It will be seen that this sum was 
$670,786.53, This amount, which, for ob- 
vious reasons may not be exactly what was 
annualiy spent for general purposes during 
that period, is approximately correct, 

“Reverting to the policy mentioned above, 
it is well tosee how much would be available 
in 1891, for general purposes. Leaving 
out the permanent school fund of about 
$500,000, with the poll tax at the 
above average tax rate, the interest and 
sinking fund is $480,660, a reduction from the 
average charge for same purposes above given 
of $197,320.40. Add to this one-half the 
increase in rental of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad—$45,000. (it will be $60,000 
in 1892) and $350,000, the probable 
net amount (expenses of collection deducted) 
arising from about one hundred and eleven 
million dollars increase of taxable property in 
1891 over the foregoing average of returns, 
and we will have an increase of $592,329.40, to 
say nothing of the sum arising from the large 
increase of special taxes. not devoted to 
the permanent school fund. This 
sum, representing the increased amount 
available for general purposes in 1891, over 
thp same of $670,786.53, as above mentioned, 
pa A to the latter sum, would give $1,26,- 
106.93 t0 be expended by the present ad- 
ministration for general purposes, over and 
above the public debt and about five hundred 
thousand dollars of permanent school fund. 
This will provide for a considerable increase 
in pensions and in the school fund. 

‘‘How much will be added by the rate 
adopted in the house of representatives—5.08 
mills? The increase over the 3.31 mills rate 
being 1.77 mills, would yield (cost of collec- 
shou Nodacieds about $730,000, This, added to 
$592,320.40, would give $1,322,320.40 in excess 
of the sum of $670,786.53, which suf- 
ficed for general purposes during the six years 
above sesntlenad and with that sum would 
make $1,{193,106.93, or an increase of nearly 
200 per cent. If the special taxes omitted in 
the foregoing estimate were included, the in- 
crease would doubtless exceed 200 per cent. 
The question is being asked: Is there 
any public exigency . which demands 
such a large imcrease of the expenses 
of the state government? Cannot the legis- 
lature provide for the payment of the sum 
awarded tojthe Jiessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and for a sufficient increase 
of the school fund, and of the pension fund, 
without such an increase in the tax rate? It 
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is probable that under improved 
methods of return and assessment, 
the aggregate of taxable __ property 
retarned will be increased annually in larger 
amounts than in the past. This would 
gradually permit increasing appropriations for 
all public purposes, without a return to the 
high rate of taxation which fourteen or fifteen 
years ago was unavoidable. The condition of 
the farmers, and of other people is surely not 
such as to make 5.05 milis state tax @ 
light burden—and many thoughtful people 
think it a bad time to make the highest tax 
rate ever levied in the state.”’

He made a vigorous attack upon the efforts 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida to force 
other roads in and out of the state by legisia- 
tion to establish the Zone system of passenger 
rates. He declared it was absurd to attempt 
to force roads to sell tickets and turn business 
over to another road that was fight- 
ing their rates when they had _ roads 
of their own or friendly roads 
running to the same places over which they 
could send business. ft was absurd for a little 
road like that to make demands on the big 
roads, and when the big roads refused to ac- 
cept them to cry that they would legislate 
them out of existence. 

He then wanted to know why the legisla- 
ture should single out the railroads as an ob- 
ject of political attack; why they did not se- 
lect other companies and corporations. 

He declared he was opposed to any legisla- 
tion on this question at all. He thought the 
matter should be left in the hands of the three 
distinguishec gentlemen who constitute the 
railroad comunission. But if thé house was 
determined to pass some bill or law he was in 
favor of the mildest bill that had been of- 
fered, and that was the. Chappell substitute, 

Here the house adjourned for dinner. 


Afternoon Session, 


Mr. Huff continued his speech. 

“There can be no success,’’ he said, “in 
railroads without consolidation and combina- 
tion. The only question we must look at is 
that of monopoly. Why should we put a 
burden on the railroads when there has been 
no call for such legislation by the railroad 
commission. 

‘‘We hear complaints from some towns of 
high rates. That has always been so. Some 
towns must have lower rates than others. 
Competitive points must get lower rates than 
points that have but one road. It matters not 
what laws we have, troubles will always be 
springing up at points that we call non-compe- 
titive.”’ 

He then read a statement showing that the 
average rates on ali class of passenger tickets 
in the states in which the Richmond Terminal 
company controlled roads was 2.55 cents per 

ile. 

“The average freight receipts, he said, were 
ninety-five one hundredths of a cent per ton 
per mile. 

The average freight rates, he said, had been 

dual!y decreasing for years, and would con- 
tinue to decrease. 

He declared the argument of Mr. Berner 
about shippers of watermelons | to pay 
more for freight than they received for their 
melons to be absurd. Such a thing might be 
due to shipment. to a floaded market. He 
knew of men who had shipped melons which 
netted them over and above freight charges ag 
much as $ It was not the fault of the 
railroads if the melons carried over their roads 
failed to find a market. The shipper took his 
chances of selling them, and if they failed to 
sell it was no fault of the roads.

passage of the bill, but his duties were confined to 
the approval or disapproval of the bill atter it 
had passed. That the passage of the bill 
was one thing, its becoming a law by the ap- 
proval or disapproval of the governor was 
another. That the courts could not even inquire 
into the fact as to whether proper evidence 
had been submitted to the legisia- 
ture, because it ha been decided in 
the case of Speer vs. Athens in the 
85th Ga., that the journal of the house 
could not be contradicted, especially on this point, 
by extraneous evidence. If the governor had the 
right to do this thing, it must in a)l cases be his | 
duty to do it, and in the face of the fact that no | 
governor had ever done it, it would appear strange 
that every governor from 1877 down, including 
the present executive, should have violated his 
official oath. 

Mr. Huff and Judge Hall contended that the

“The poorer classes particularly are injured 
by it—more even than the middle classes and 
the rich, who are supposed to pay the greater 
part of the taxes. I have been induced to 
examine the compilation of statistics from the 
state treasurer's office used by Mr. Huff, chair- 
man of the house finance committee, in the 
house on. the 22d instant and published in Tug 
ConstTituTIoN of the 23d instant. The lesson 
to be learned from the figures there marshaled, 
together with other figures gathered from of- 
ficial reports, is startling enough to attract at- 
tention. , 

‘For several years after the democratic 
rarty gained control of the state, taxes were 
necessarily high. During those years the re- 
turns of taxable property were but little more 
than one-half of the return for the year 1891; 
for example, the return of 1878,the last year,the 
high rate of 5 mills was levied, being $226,221,- 
728, as against an aggregate of $402,586,468 in 
1891. Inthe same year,1878, the interest on the 
public debt was $719,135, besides $100,000 


' principal of 8 per cent bonds, required to be 


paid on account of the sinking fund; while in 
1891, the amount of interest on the 
public debt to be paid had fallen to $380,660, 
and $100,000 for the sinking fund, which would 
make the fixed charge $480,660 instead of 
$819,135. 
“The 
returned for 


increase of 
taxation, and the _ steady 
decrease of the public debt, 
led to a lower rate. The policy of the legisla 
ture, from year to year, was tq limit expendi- 
ture until the tax rate could be materially re- 
duced. When this had been effected, the 
policy was to enlarge appropriations to meet 
growing public needs, in proportion, as the 
increasing amount of tax returns, and the de- 
creasing amount of interest tobe paid on the 
public debt left a larger sum available for 
general purposes at practically the same tax 
rate. In 1883 the rate was 24 mills, the lowest 
point reached. Thereafter the enlargement 
of the lunatic asylum and the building of the 
new capitol and of the Technoiogical school 
induced an increased rate. For 
the six years from 1883 to 1888, 
inclusive, during which these extraordinary 
expenditures occurred, the average rate was 
3.31 mills. It will be instructive to exam- 
ine how the. taxes collected at this average 
rate during that period were spent. 

‘Taking Mr. Huff’s figures, the average an- 
nual appropriations for those years, amounted 
to $1,662,188. From this sum, according to offi- 
cial reports, the average annual amount of the 
permanent school fund which entered the 
treasury, viz: $313,422.07, not including the 
poll tax retained in the counties and the aver- 
age amount of interest paid on the public 
debt—$577,980.40—and $100,000 for sinking 
fund, paid on maturing bonds, an aggregate of 
$991,402.47 must be deducted to ascertain the 
actual amount expended annually for general 
purposes. It will be seen that this sum was 
$670,786.53. This amount, which, for ob- 
vious reasons may not be exactly what was 
annually spent for general purposes during 
that period, is approximately correct. 

“Reverting to the policy mentioned above, 
it is well to see how much would be available 
in 1891, for general purposes. Leaving 
out the permanent school fund of about 
$500,000, with the poll tax at the 
above average tax rate, the interest and 
sinking fund is $480,660, a reduction from the 
average charge for same pur above given 
of $197,320.40. Add to this one-half the 
increase in rental of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad—$45,000. (it will be 30,000 
in 1892) and $350,000, the probable 
net amount (expenses of collection deducted) 
arising from about one hundred and eleven 
million dollars increase of taxable property in 
1891 over the foregoing average of returns, 
and we will have an increase of $592,329.40, to 
say nothing of the sum arising from the large 
increase of special taxes not devoted to 
the permanent school fund. This 
sum, representing the increased amount 
available for general purposes in 1891, over 
the same of $670,786.53, as above mentioned, 
adaed to the latter sum, would give $1,263,- 
106.93 to be expended by the present ad- 
ministration for general purposes, over and 
above the public debt and about five hundred 
thousand dollars of permanent school fund. 
This will provide for a considerable increase 
in pensions and in the school fund. 

‘‘How much will be added by the rate 
adopted in the house of representatives—5.08 
mills? The increase over the 3.31 mills rate 
being 1.77 mills, wou!d yield (cost of collec- 
tion deducted) about $730,000, This, added to 
$592,320.40, would give $1,322,320.40 in excess 
of the sum of $670,786.53, which suf.- 
ficed for general purposes during the six years 
above eh wrcnmt 5 and with that sum would 
make $1,993,106.93, or an-increase of nearly 
200 per cent. If the special taxes omitted in 
the foregoing estimate were included, the in- 
crease would doubtless exceed 200 per cent. 
The question is being asked: Is there 
any public exigency which demands 
such a large increase of the expenses 
of the state government? Cannot the legis- 
lature provide for the payment of the sum 
awarded tojthe fiessees of the Western and 
Atiantic railroad, and for a sufficient increase 
of the school fund, and of the pension fund, 
without such an increase in the tax rate? It 
is probable that under improved 
methods of return and assessment, 
the aggregate of taxable property 
returned will be increased annually in larger 
amounts than in the past. This would 
gradually permit increasing appropriations for 

ublic purposes, without a return to the 
high rate of taxation which fourteen or fifteen 
years ago was unavoidable. The condition of 
the farmers, and of other — is surely not 
such as to make 5.08 mills state tax @ 
lfght burden—and many thoughtful people 
think it a pad time to make the highest tax 
rate ever levied in the state.”’

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Mr. Norwood’s Speech. 

We print elsewhere the speech delivered 
before the legislature last night by ex-Sena- 
tor Thomas M. Norwood. From beginning 
toend it is an interesting document. It 
touches on questions that are of the pro- 
foundest interest to the people of the south 
and west—the plain people who are the vic- 
tims of a financial system which was in- 
vented for the benefit of the capitalists of 
the north and east. 

The plan which Mr. Norwood proposes to 
take the place of the subtreasury scheme is 
worthy the thoughtful attention of those 
who sy:npathize with the condition of the 
people, and the wrengs which they are com- 
pelled to suffer under the present system, 
which enables the capitalists of the east 
(who are not inaptly .called the lords of the 
treasury) to control and manipulate the cur- 
rency of the country. Mr. Norwood’s plan 
is suggestive, and it ought to invite discus- 
sion. Whether we agree with it or not, we 
are at least bound to admit that it is a co- 
herent and well-thought-out plan, and that 
it presents a reasonable, a constitutional and 
a democratic remedy for our financial ills. 

Mr. Norwood has this advantage over 
those democrats who abuse the farmers be- 
cause they have had the temerity to advo- 
cate a scheme of financial relief—he at least 
presents a coherent and an elaborate substi- 
tute for the subtreasury scheme, and thus 
recognizes the justice of the demands for 
financial relief which have proceeded from 
the oppressed agriculturalists. He is at 
least ‘ovical and sympathetic. Instead of 
denou.cing the farmers as a set of malcon- 
tents who are engaged in making an attack 
on the democratic party, he endeavors to 
provide a remedy for the financial ills which 
oppress them. ‘ 

We shall not undertake here to discuss 
Mr. Norwood’s plan. As we have said, it is 
elaborately worked out, and our readers can 
judge of its merits for themselves. We wel- 
come the suggestion he makes, however, as 
arefreshing contribution to a discussion 
which has grown tiresome and monotonous 
on account of the abuse heaped on the 
farmers, and the suspicions cast on those 
who syrpathize with their efforts to secure 
financial relief. Let us hope that the pro- 
posed plan will divert the attention of some 
of our young and glittering statesmen from 
she alieged efforts of the farmers to trample 
the deiocratic banner in the dust.

A Permanent Banking System. 

writer in the current number of The 
Forun (Hon M. D. Harter), presents a 
plan @ permanent banking system, 
which is to have a supplementary state sys- 
tem. Mr. Harter makes the ‘present na- 
tional bar.‘cing system the basis of the one he 
proposes, but he would so change and mod- 
ify that systemas to make it permanent 
while at she same time enlarging its func- 
iions and creasing its usefulness. 

In the irst place, to give an outline of 
Mr. Harte 's plan, the list of bonds accep- 
table as «curity for circulating notes are to 
be enlarg’ soasto include state, county, 
city and railroad bonds. Street railroad 
bonds excluded because their franchises 
are usual. of short duration. According to 
Mr. Harr, bonds secured by mortgage on 
farins anc other real estate have always 
proved inierior and usually unsafe security 
for bank notes. Hence, under his proposed 
system, |real estate, the basis of all wealth, is 
to be outlawed. 

All bonds thus rendered available must be 
registered, and the principal and interest 
mnust be payable in gold of the present 
standard of weight and fineness. Hence the 
new system has monometallism ag its basis. 
Ai! such bonds must have been listed for at 
least five years prior to their deposit 
for security as circulation, upon at 
least one stock exchange located in 
some city of the United States having a pop- 
viation of £00,000 or more. This rule would 
exclude al: bonds (so Mr. Harter says) ex- 
cept those having a well-established charac- 
ter as well .3 recognized high value, 

No bona which has ever been in default 
for non-payment of interest, or which has 
sold on ary stock exchange below par for 
within five years, or which has sold on any 
stock exchange at less than a premium of 
» per cent above par within three years of 
proposed d: posit as security for circulation, 
isto be acce ited under this law. The result 
of this, Mr darter thinks, would be that the 
bonds deposited as security for circulation 
would have an average gold market value of 
at least 110, which would make them today 
& very much better security for bank note 
circulation than United States bonds were 

from 1862 to 1865. , 

No state bond representing a per capita 
debt of over two dollars for each of its citizens, 
me county bond representing a per capita 
debt of over four dollars, and no city bond 
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7 
representing a per capita debt of over eight 
dollars, is to be accepted as security for 
bank notes. All railroad bonds deposited 
are to be secured by mortgage, and none are 
to be of the form known as trust or deben- 
ture bonds. No bank is to have more than 
20 per cent of its bonds on deposit of the 
issue of any one state, county, city or rail- 
road. Whenever any bond on deposit under 
this law sells at an average price of less than 
105 for a period of thirty days, the comp- 
troller of the currency is to require it to be 
replaced by a bond fully meeting the require- 
ments of the proposed law. 

There are other provisions in the nature 
of safeguards, which we need not notice here. 
Among other things, Mr. Harter’s proposed 
law provides—and this is the important 
point—that the present United States tax on 
the circulating notes of state banks shall 
cease, provided such notes are secured in 
precisely the same manner as national bank 
‘notes, by bonds deposited with the auditor 
and treasurer of the state; and it further 
provides that the state in which the bank is 
located shall guarantee the payment of its 
circulating notes, Thisisa sort of extra 
national twist for which no good reason ex- 
ists, since if the notes are guarded as those 
of the national banks would be, no further 
precaution would seem to be necessary. 

The amount of the notes issued by any 
state bank under this proposed law is to be 
under the contract of the state in which it is 
located, and nothing in the law shall restrict 
the circulating notes of any state bank to 90 
per cent of the capital paid in; but no bank 
shall issue notes in excess of 90 per cent of 
the par value of the bonds deposited by it to 
secure the payment of the notes. Mr. Har- 

ter says this provision will be recognized as 
sound by most competent bankers, and he 
thinks that experience will lead to its exten- 
sion ultimately to national banks. It gives 
the banks the power to promptly increase 
the money circulation when urgently needed, 
such extra supply being retired under the in- 
fluence of the 2 per cent tax on circulation— 
thus giving flexibility to the currency. 

We have outlined Mr. Harter’s proposed 
banking scheme at some length, mainly to 
to show those who are inclined to get their 
bristles up when the subject of state banks 
is mentioned, that prejudice against these 
institutions is a mark neither of intelligence 
nor experience. 
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Ishmaelite Blair. 

It appears that the hand of ex-Senator 
Blair is against every man, if we may judge 
from the unanimity ‘with which different 
nations have turned up their noses at him, 
and people inhis own country turn their 
backs on him. 

After having been rejected by the ‘‘heathen 
Chinee,’’ and having failed to pass muster 
with Chile, Mr. Blair is now spoken of as 
the successor to Pension Commissioner 
Raum. The New York Sun, in a scathing 
editorial, resurrects Mr. Blair’s pension 
record, which, upon the face of it, is any- 
thing but savory. It appears that he 
charged Hannah Ladd, a poor widow in 
New Hampshire, $200 for securing a- pen- 
sion from the government, on account of a 
son who had lost his life in the union army. 
Her husband having become an imbecile, 
Mrs, Ladd had nothing on earth but a little 
farm valued at $500. Blair pushed his suit 
against her for attorney's fees and costs, 
and obtained a judgment against the poor 
woman for $200. She had then become a 
widow, but the relentless process of law was 
put in execution and a writ was issued 
against the farm. The judgment was not 
collected, however. It appears that at the 
time when the farm was attached, Mr. Blair 
was looking forward to re-election, and it 
was not safe from a political standpoint to 
have a widow sixty-seven years of age 
turned out of house and home. The whole 
thing came upin the senate in 1885, and 
Mr. Blair’s conduct drew this stinging com- 
ment from one of the senators: ‘‘It struck 
me as a matter of the very highest interest 
in connection with the apparently extra- 
ordinary devotion of the senator to pension 
interests, that the fact should be found that 
a widow sixty-seven years old, who had lost 
her only child in the army, and whose hus- 
band, as the senator states, was demented, 
should be the subject under any circum- 
stances of a suit by the senator in court, by 
attachment of her only earthly possession, a 
little $500 farm, to recover $200 for his ser- 
vices in that line.”’ 7 

This is the Banquo’s ghost that disturbs 
the senator’s peace while he draws $1,000 a 


month as minister to China, in spite of the 
protests of the Chinese. 


Germany’s Latest Move... 

Not long agothe public was somewhat 
surprised to find in The Forum a deliberate 
attack upon the credit of Russia by Dr. 
Geffcken, privy councilor to the emperor of 
Germany. Following an article in which 
the same writer placed the German emperor 
before the world in an advantageous light, 
made stronger by the emphasis it gave to 
Bismarck’s downfall, this attack on Russia 
appears to have been inspired by the ruler of 
Germany. 

Under these circumstances the European 
public was astonished to. hear last week that 
William had allowed two Jewish banking 
houses in Berlin to open subscrip- 
tions for the new Russian loan, which 
a strong French syndicate, headed 
by The Credit Foncier de _ France, 
has undertaken to float in Paris. Much 
surprise is expressed that this syndicate 
should undertake to carry a Russian loan of 
$100,000,000 of 3 per cents at 80 and sell 
them at 84, But as it is backed by the pow- 
erful influence of The Credit Foncier and 
others that concern can call to its aid, the 
loan seems likely to go through. The 
Frenchmen seem to know what they are 
about, and their preparatory boosting of the 
Paris bourse already gives promise of their 
success. This seems all the more surprising 
at a time when Russia’s feeble finances must 
presently undergo the strain of a reduced 
revenue, caused by the failure to collect 
taxes in time of famine. 

Cheering as the success of the loan at 
Paris must be to the czar, he is known to be 
solicitous that it shall not depend, entirely 
upon French subscriptions, for that would 
reveal the great Muscovite leaning upon the 
arm of the Gaul. The attitude of English 
and German capitalists makes this particu- 
larly apparent, and the emperor's move, 
which is on its face a friendly one, evidently 
has for its real purpose to show the utter 
feebleness of Russia’s credit outside of 
France, The prompt and unanimous advice 
of the German press to the ¢apitalists to 
leave the subscription “severely alone, ap- 
peass to foretell the fate of 
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of campaign orators talking up he world’s 


the emperor was driving at when he per-:| fair from the elevation of conveniwut stumps 
formed what seemed to be an act of interna- | 


tional courtesy. Remembering the article of 
the emperor’s privy councilor, Dr. Geffcken, 
no other interpretation of this imperial 
maneuver seems possible. 

Coupled with this stab at Russia’s credit 
wasa pacific measure toward France by the 
removal of the vexatious passport regula- 
tions Bismarck had arranged in Alsace- 
Lorraine. Coming immediately after a 
speech in which Napoleon was characterized 
as ‘The Corsican Parvenu,’’ this last step 
is unintelligible, unless it be to counteract 
the effect of that blunder. Strangely 
enough, the two moves have dispelled the 
war cloud for the time, as the hasty first 
impression takes both maneuvers for har- 
bingers of peace. 


Republican Troubles. 

The squirmings of The Philadelphia Press 
and the other republican organs of Pennsyl- 
vania are amusing to witness. Governor Pat- 
tison has just called an extra session of the 
republican senate of the state to inquire into 
the rascality of republican officials that has 
just been revealed by meansof the publica- 
tion of private letters. This actionon the 
part of the democratic governor is heartily 
endorsed by The Public Ledger, an inde- 
pendent republican newspaper, but The 
Press, which is an organ pure and simple, 
goes into convulsions, It says that the ac- 
tion of Governor Pattison is unconstitu- 
tional, and that it is simply a political trick 
intended to make capital for the democrats, 

Very well. ' It is not the fault of Governor 
Pattison that the republican officials are ras- 
cals, and if an investigation of their rascal- 
ity by their party colleagues is calculated to 
make capital for the democrats, so be it. 
Such capital is the legitimate result of an 
attempt on the part of honest men to bring 
corruptionists to justice. 

The convulsions of The Press are of unus- 
ual significance. They show that the re- 
publican party in Pennsylvania isin a bad 
way, and that this new investigation prom- 
ises to make matters worse. There is no 
remedy, we presume, for the present condi- 
tion of affairs, but The Press can avoid con- 
vulsions hereafter by insisting that its party 
elect only honest men to office. 


Confidence Restored. 

After a period of distrust and depression, 
the country is blessed by areturn of confi- 
dence, which the persistent efforts of croak- 
ers and wreckers were unable to delay longer, 
in the face of the tide of prosperity which has 
already set in. The recent flurry in Wall 
street appears to have been the forlorn hope 
of the bears, and conservative business men, 
who have hesitated even to acknowledge the 
undeniable strength of our position, are at 
last throwing off their reserve and openly 
expressing confidence in the future. This 
feeling is strongly expressed by Hon. Roswell 
P. Flower, the democratic candidate for 
governor of New York, who is a lifelong 
banker and is accounted one of the strongest 
and most sagacious of the men who do busi- 
ness in Wall street. He is quoted as saying: 

There is only*one way for, this market to go 
and that is up, as all conditions favor it, and the 
influence of any one man or set of men cannot re- 
tard it. We have not yet commenced to feel the 
influence which the short crops in Europe and our 
splendid harvests here will exert upon railway 
earnings and the prices.of our securites. We 
have had no such substantial foundation fora 
bull market since 1879. I think present quotations 
will look cheap to people laver this year. 

The troubles of the Union Pacific com- 
pany, for which an enormous sum had to be 
raised, were dexteriously used to depress the 
market, and, had the subscription failed, 
there is no doubt that a collapse of that mag- 
nitude* would have given a severe shock to 
public confidence. But the official an- 
nouncement of the success of the subscrip- 
tion has had the effect of fortifying public 
confidence, and the fact that seventeen mill- 
ions were raised on short notice to aid adis- 
tressed corporation, brought out, in the 
strongest light, the unusual strength of the 
situation. On the same day when the suc- 
cess of this subscription was officially an- 
nounced, the steamship Bourgogne arrived 
from Havre with $2,170,000 of French gold, 
making the total receipts from abroad over 
four millions, with 7,000,000 more on 
steamships afloat for New York. Withina 
few days one sixth of the gold we lost in the 
summer has returned, although the effect of 
our exports of grain has?only begun to be 
felt. With the heavier gold imports, which 
all authorities agree must follow, the posi- 
tion of the country becomes stronger every 
day. Additional strength is given by the 
steady buying of American railroad securi- 
ties on the London stock exchange. Usually 
there has been a selling of Americans there 
to balance the amount due us on the grain we 
send over, but now the process is reversed 
and the present actions of foreign capitalists 
tend to increase the balance in our favor, not- 
withstanding a declaration by Mr. Giffen, of 


the English board of trade, that Europe 


would sel] everything American and place a 
premium on goldjto force a balance against 
us. 
It is not a little significant that in spite of

Some Interesting Young Men Caught In a 
Snap. : 


There was a clever surprise party €t police 
headquarters yesterday.

Madame Looney, who is the proprietress 
of a notorious house on the corner of Rhodes 
and Elliott streets, was arrested on the charge 
of keeping a house of prostitution. When she 
reported for trial a crowd of young girls, al- 
most children, were brought along for wit- 
nesses. A party of four or five young men, 
‘the friends’’ of the girls, were also along to 


see what disposition would be made of the [ 


case, and to render any aid that the case 
and circumstances demanded. 

Captain Couch seeing the youth and de- 
plorable condition of the girls, and calling to 
mind certain stories that have been in circula- 
tion regarding the Looney woman’s house and 
inmates, decided to question these girls some. 
-He called the girls into an adjoining room, 
motioned them to seats, and began to pro- 
pound a seriesof questions regarding their 
age, names, parentage, etc. The Looney 
woman, regarding this action with suspicion, 
evidently thinking it meant trouble to her, 
whispered in an exciting manner to the boys 
with the party to conceal themselves at the 
door and hear what Captain Couch was saying 
to the girls. Captain Couch was close enough 
tohear what the woman said, and, as she in 
her excitement undoubtedly spoke louder 
than she _ intended to, the  of- 
ficer paid no attention to what the woman 
said, but conoluded the examination of the 
girls, and got the very.information he wanted. 

e then went into the recorder’s room, and wo 
be sure he was not mistaken in what the 
woman had said in regard to eavesdropping 
him, he asked one of the clerks in the ottice 
about it, and his suspicions- were verified. 

Captain Couch stepped out into the hall and 
inquired of the young men what their business 
was hanging around after these women. Tiey 
made some lame defense of their conduct, but 
by no meaus a satisfactory one.

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México Is Stable in Finance and Politics. 
The Material Development 
Is Remarkable, 


Dr. W. A. Powell, of Sattillo, Mexico, lec- 
ured last night at the First Baptist church. 

He is the most noted missionary of the Bap- 
tist church, and has been one of the most suc- 
cessful mission workersin the world. 

For nine years his home has been in Mexico. 
His work there has brought him in contact 
with every gradé of society and over widely’ 
scattered territory. Dr. Powell is capable of 
speaking about the real inner life of the Mex- 
ican people. 

In his lecture last night, covering a great 
variety of topics, enough interesting facts 
were stated to fillavolume. He gave a very 
encouraging report of the missionary work. 

All Christian denominations,’ he de- 
clared, are flourishing. President Diaz is 
friendly to the Protestants, and their ministers 
are as fully protected by the Mexican constitu- 
tion as by our own. 

During his nine year of labor Dr. Powell has 
baptized about one thousand converts. There 
are twenty-seven Baptist churches in Mexico, 
all of which give liberally to charities, home 
and foreign missions. Asan evidence of this 
$1,000 is now in the treasury, the gift of native 
members for spreading Christianity in foreign 
fields. 

Again, on September 25th, which, as the 
celebration of Mexico’s escape from the yoke 
of Spain, corresponds to our 
4th of July, the native Bap- 
tist church gives a week’s rations to every 
poor widow and needy family in the city, of 
which there are over two hundred and fifty. 
For time and money consumed, Dr. Powell is 
of the opinion, the Presbyterian church has 
made the most decided progress. 

Liberal contributions are made by merchants 
and others not in the church. One native 
gentleman, not a Baptist, offers $2,000 cash to 
help along the mission school there. Such @ 
large gift is without.a parallel in the history 
of foreign missions. Mexico, Dr. Powell avers, 
isthe finest country in the world for mission- 
ary work. Asamission field perhaps, it is 
the most promising. 

The country abounds in the wildest, most 
beautiful and thoroughly picturesque scenery 
imaginable. It is all a vast elevated table 
land, save narrow strips along the coast. Tall 
mountain ranges, abounding in peaks that 
make the Alps as pigmies, vary the dull 
monotony of the plains. 

The climnate is beyond comparison. Every 
extreme is reached from the coast tothe 
snow-capped mountains; but on the table 
lands itis delightfully exhilarating the year 
round. Dr. Powell has traveled over all 
Europe, and does not hesitate to pronounce 
the climate of Mexico the very finest in the 
civilized world. It is dry, pleasant and 
bracing. 

The material development has been as phe- 
nomenal lately as was that of our states in 
their most progressive epoch. Millions of 
dollars are pouring into Mexico from the 

United States and Europe to be invested in 
permanent enterprises such as railroads, mines 
and manufactories. C. P. Huntington, within 
the past two weeks, has begun the construc~ 
tion of another railroad from Eagle Pass to 
Toreon. During his residence there Mr 
Powell has seen more than five thousand milés 
of railroad built, some of which cost over fifty 
thousand dollarsa mile. Some ofthe most rapid 
railroad making on record has been done in 
Mexico, 

Inexhaustible mineral wealth abounds. In 
fact the wealth of Mexico’s mines antedates 
the time of the Incas. The iron and silver at 
Durango, which will be still further developed 
by Mr. Huntington’s railroad, is being worked 
with great profit, 

In one city alone three different street rail 
ways have been built by local capital at a cost 
of over half a million dollars. In the city of 
Satillo street railways and electric light plants 
are now being constructed. 

Many Georgians have gone to Mexico with 
the tide of development. Mr. C. D. Kline, 
formerly of Macon, is now general superin- 
tendent of the Mexican National railroad, 
with control over 1,200 miles of the finest road 
onearth. Other Georgians hold responsible 
positions with railroads there, and they are 
highly contented. 

As another evidence of Mexico’s advance 
ment, Dr. Powell states that THe Constitu- 
TION is frequently seen there. 

The grossest ideas prevail here as to the 
characteristics of the Mexican people and the 
state of society there. 

The “‘greaser” is nota type of the Mexican 
gentleman, no more than the negro represents 
our highest grade of citizenship. In trath, 
there is less intercouse between the extreme 
castes of Mexican society than here. The 
better gfade of Mexicans are not treacherous 
and malignant. They are very passionate, and 
will enter with the ardor of wholesoulness into 
both friendships and enmities. This applies 
to their dealing among themselves as well as 
to strangers. They cannot do too much to ex- 
press their love for friends, nor hate too hard 
an enemy. 

The social and political status of Mexicois 
secure. Things are not on the verge of an up- 
heaval. Their goverment is liberal and per- 
mmanent, and they have full confidence in it. 
President Diaz is a noble, broad-minded man, 
fully capable to meet his vast responsibility, 
and he enjoys the confidence and respect of 
his people. The whole country is prosperous 
and, it may be said, harmonious. 

The reports sent out regarding the political 
status in Mexico have been grievously exag- 
gerated. Many are commercial tricks, others 
are news “‘fakes.’”’ Forinstance: The repat 
sent out from Chicagoa few weeks ago, pur- 
porting to be based on authentic information 
from Mexico, but having its origin in San 
Francisco, which predicted the positive dis- 
ruption and overthrow of the Diaz govem- 
ment, was absolutely void of foundation. 

There is not a condition or a feature of Mex- 
ican politics that could even suggest, much 
less warrant, such a statement. Any man 
who will study the situation even casually 
must atonce denounce these upheaval and 
overthrow talesas falsehoods. Those who 
make stich :reports knuw they are untrue. 
These reports do doubt are often put in cir- 
culation by speculators and stock brokers for 
the purpose of depreciating the value of cer- 
tain valuable Mexican stocks which they want 
to buy. They jepordize the good name and

Dr. Powell will return to Mexico in about 
two weeks. He has with him two young 
men, sons of wealthy natives, who are to enter 
Richmond college. He expects to bring some 
Mexican students to our Georgia schools be- 
fore long. Dr. Powell says that the Mexicans 
are anxious to establish pleasant commercial 
relations with the United States, and that is 
one reason why they are sending so many 
children to our schools and colleges.

An examination was held in the circuit 
courtroom at the custom house yesterday for 
clerks and copyists. This is held in every 
state and territory, Mr. Charlies L. Snyder, a 
momber of the central, board of the civil ser- 
vice examiners visiting one state after another. 
He will return to Georgia 6n October 17th, 
going to Macon, where the state examination 
will next be held. 

Yesterday there were seventeen applicants 
for departmental clerkships, three for the 
positions of copyists, and one took a medical 
pension examination. The first was tested in 
orthography, penmanship, copying, letter 
writing, construction of sentences and 
arithmetic. The second, in all but 
letter writing and construction of sentences. 
The last was met with the following subjects: 
Orthography, penmanship, copying, arith- 
metic, anatomy, physiology, chemistry, ma- 
teria medica, therapeutics, general pathology, 
theory and practice of medicine, surgery, 
medical jurisprudence, toxicology and hygiene. 
The one applicant who took this examination 
is the first of the past 600 candidates. 

The papers will be forwarded to the civil 
service commission at Washington and 
marked by the central board of examiners. 
The candidate is then notified of his standing. 
If he has received a percentage of 70, his 
name is put on a list of eligibles of the state 
in which he lives. Whenever there is a va- 
cancy the names of the first three on the list of 
the state next in order are presented, and from 
them the one ‘needed is chosen.

However, in spite of the efforts made to 
save her Madame DeBonnemain died during 
the evening, July 17th. Madame DeBonne- 
main, at the height of General Boulanger’s 
caleer two or three years ago, lived in Rue de 
Beeri, Paris, where she was continually 
visited by the general. Spies kept track of 
their movements, and soon discovered that 
the two persons referred to were very intim- 
ate. Madame Boulanger was informed of 
these facts, but refused to apply for a di- 
vorce. 

She Gave Her Money to Him. 

It was greatly through Madame DeBonne- 
main’s favor that Boulanger was able to carry 
on his political intrigues, for the madame had 
inherited a fortune of $1,500,000, all of which 
sum she devoted tothe cause of their popular 
leader. To such an extent did General 
Boulanger carry his- infatuation for Madame 
ldeBonnemain, that when the French govern- 
ment determined to arrest him he could not 
be pursuaded to pose as a martyr before the 
French people by going to jail, preferring to 
fiy with his mistress from France to England, 
and eventually to Brussels, where they have 
both met their death. 

Boulanger came to this city from -London a 
few months ago. Recently he has not occupied 
his former gorgeous residence on Avenue Lou- 
ise, but owing to his reduced means he has 
been compelled to live in a small hotel. The 
general’s friends say that he has been incon- 
solable sincs the death of Mme. DeBonnemain, 
and that he has aged perceptibly. He was 
much thinner than during his more prosper- 
ous days. 

He Had Talked of Suicide. 

As usual thete are conflicting stories con- 
cerning the suicide, but the general’s friends 
admit that he has for some time talked of kill- 
ing himself, and that hehas been the object 
of watchful solicitude on the part of a few of 
his adherents who have clung to him in hig 
adversity. 

' The Visit to the Cemetery. 

Today he did not recieve any visitors, and at 
about 11 o’clock drove with his niece and his 
valet in an open carriage to the cemetery at 
Ixelles. Upon arriving there the _ gen- 
eral entered the cemetery alone. His com- 
panions, accustomed to his visits to 
that spot, remained in the carriage 
outside the cemetery gates. The result was 
that they did not hear the shot which caused 
Boulanger’s death. They were first notified 
of what had occurred by the cemetery keeper, 
who was the first to reach the grave of Mme. 
DeBonnemain, and who turned over and recog- 
nized the body lying beside it as being that of 
Boulanger. 

Disposition of the Body. 

The latter’s niece, fainted when she heard of 
his death. The body was then placed in the 
carriage which brought the party to the ceme- 
tery, and was from there driven to police 
headquarters. There, when the necessary dep- 
ositions had been made, the body was taken to 
the general’s late residence. Subsequently the 
French minister was informed of the general’s 
death, and he promptly telegraphed the news 
to Paris. 

It Caused a Sensation. 

Paris, September 30.—The suicide of 
. Boulanger has caused an enormous sensation 
in this city, so much so that evening newspa- 
pers are unable to meet the demand made 
upon them. All the evening papers contain 
obituary articles, but none, with the excep- 
tion of Le Jour, reflects upon the political as- 
pects of the general’s life. Le Jour says: 

Boulanger knew the intoxication of the wildest 
and noisiest popularity. It was he who said to 
politicians that the weakness of one too often 
influenced the decision of another. His own end 
fully justifies that dictum. He had not the cour- 
age to survive her who sacrificed herself for him 

Le Jour’s article concludes with a scathing 
comparison between the-manner of his death 
and his imperialistic pretenses. Members of 
the Patriotic League are talking of a public 
funeral for the general, and they propose to 
inter his remains in France. It is believed 
that such action upon the part of the league 
will lead to serious disturbances. The ro-

HE LIKED THE HOUSE, 


But He Preferred Its Value in Cold Cash, 
and Thereby Hangs a Tale. 

Two weeks ago a little cabin on Randolph 
street was partially burned.

IF ALL THE INDICATIONS HOLD GOOD.

The Story of the Edwards Estate Retold, 


with Some Points of Genealog- 
ical Interest. 


Manrrerta, Ga., September 30.—[Special.]— 
Some of our Cobb county people are being 
feasted upon a iiberal supply of hope if they 
get nothing else. 

The dazzling fortune of $200,000,080 is held 
out before them to reach for and obtain. 

It came about in this way: Abont fourteen 
years ago Mr. Simeon Edwards, of Cobb 
county, received a letterfrom his nephew, 
George Edwards, of Mississippi, stating that a 
man by the name of Robert Edwards owned a 
piece of real estate in New York city away 
back in its early history—perhaps in its 
colonial times. He leased it to some persons, 
company orcorporation for a period of ninety- 
nine years. The lease expired not many years 
ago and then by law should have gone back to 
the rightful owner, but it had been so Jong 
since the lease began and the records had be- 
came so lost or obscured that it became a matter 
of much difficulty to tell in whom the correct 
title was. 

The Family History. 

He requested Mr. Simeon Edwards to give 
him some facts in regard to the family history. 
This was answered and the facts in a measure 
given. Nothing more was heard of it 
till August, when George Edwards 
again wrote, stating that there was an estate 
of $200,000,000 belonging to the heirs of Robert 
Edwards and unclaimed by the heirs, and ask- 
ing if there was a Simeon Edwards, the son of 
Reuben Edwards who died in 1842, at the age of 
eigty-five years. A general reply was made to 
this, in which Mr. Simeon Edwards was rather 
non-committal, and asking George what he 
knew about it. , ¥ 

George replied that he knew very. little ex- 
cept what Simeon had previously given him in 
a letter written about fourteen years ago. 

The matter was then turned over to Colonel 
A. N,. Edwards, an attorney at law at Marietta, 
and grandson of Mr. Simeon Edwards, to in- 
vestigate and get up evidence. This he is doing 
and a number of letters have been received. 

The Evidence Obtained. 

The evidence so far obtained shows the fol- 
lowing as to kinship and the right to inherit: 
Robert Edwards had and left as his heirs two 
sons, Reuben and John. Reuben was born in 
Virginia, lived till 1842 and died at theage of 
eighty-five years. He lefta large family of 
children to inherit his estate, of whom Simeon 
was the youngest and is the only 
one now living, Simeon Edwards, 
our Cobb county* man, is thus a 
grandson, and perhaps the oniy one, of the 
original Robert Edwards. He has nephews 
and nieces scattered throughout the United 
States who would inherit along with him this 
immense estate. 

The history of Simeon Edwards, briefly 
told, is as follows: He was born in Georgia, 
and livedin Cobb county since 1835, living 
most of the time near Powder Springs, Ga. 
He is a successful farmer, and his large 
family of children are mostly farmers, are 
right well off in this world’s goods and are 
regarded as the best and most successful 
fariners here. 

Little is known of John Edwards, the 
other son of Robert Edwards, or his 
heirs. He was born in Virginia, and after- 
wards moved west, and his heirs are living in 
different parts of Georgia, Mississippi and 
Alabama. 

Family Bibles and other records now ex- 
tinct, it is claimed, establish and authenticate 
these points of family history. 

The Records of the Estate. 

As to the genuineness of the estate, lawyers 
are making investigation, and it is now 
claimed that the record of the original deed to 
this valuabie property to Robert Edwards has 
now, after diligent search, been found, and 
that its value runs away up in the millions, as 
stated.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 
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The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, September 30.—The event which in 


anticipation has disturbed the stock market so seri- 
ously and for so long a time, came - actually to pass to- 
day, the directors of Missouri Pacific formally passing 
the dividend for the quarter. Not only wag the divi- 
dend not earned, but there was an actual defict, and 
the effect upon the-stock of. the company was of 8 
The influence which-this 
event had upon the remainder of the list, however, 
was not commensurate with its effect upon the stock 
of the Missouri Pacific, as the list refused to follow it 
on its downward course, though the promising 
strength which had been shown in the early portion 
of the day was checked. The early dealings responded 
cheerfully to the more encouraging cables from 
abroad, coupled with the higher prices for American 
stocks in London and some buying for foreign account 
in this market at the opening. The imminent arrivals 
of large amounts of gold also had a material influence 
in making a better feeling in the market during the 
forenoon, and for the firsttime in several days a cons 
servatively bullish feeling permeated the room. The 
first prices, under the stimulus of these influences, 
Were almost all from ‘% to ‘4 per cent better than 
those of last evening, although Missouri Pacific was 
down ‘sc. It took the lead injthe early advance, how- 
ever, rising 1}; per cent on a desire among the shorts 
to cover at the concessions. The bears, however, 
pressed it for sale vigorously, and it lost the improve- 
ment, the movement checking the advancing tendency 
in the rest of the list. Erie, Atchison and Northern 
Pacific preferred yielded large fractions, but Hocking 
Valley and a few other specialties, like New York, 
Susquehanna and Western made material gains. . The 
general list later recovered its tone,and the upward 
movement made some progress when, just after noon, 
the announcement was made that the dividend had 
formally been pagsed. The market hesitated, and soon 
Missouri Pacific began to drop, and its decline did not 
cease until well into the last hour, when it had touched 
59%. This drop, however, proved the fact that the 
general market will break away from al! disquieting 
influences, as the list refused to follow Missouri Pacific 
down, though Union Pacific, as Was nataral, showed 
considerable weakness under the pressure at the time. 
The selling of Missouri Pacific, had little appearance 
of liquidation, and latein the day there was a material 
rally, although it finally closed at close to its lowest 

res. Besides those mentioned, Pittsburg, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis stocks were again very 
strong, common rising over 1 per cent. Outside of the 
activity in St. Paul, Union Pacific, Atchison, Erie and 
the Grangers, there was little feature to the trading in 
the general list, and the market finally closed quiet 
and fairly steady at close to the first priccs. The final 
changes are small and irregular, but Missouri Pacific 
is down 24, while New York, Susquehanna and West- 
ern preferred is up 1‘.

Anz Important Convention to Be Held in 
- Florida, 


OcaLa, Fla., September 30.—[S pecial.]—A 
meeting of vast importance to the state of 
Florida will be held in this city on Thursday, 
October 1st—a convention or conference of all 
the companies or individuals engaged in phos- 
phate mining in Florida, or in the promotion 
and development of phosphate lands, 
The cali for this meeting was issued on Friday. 
September 18, and was signed by about twenty- 
five of the leading phosphate operators in the 
state, the object,as announced in the call, being 
to ‘organize for self-protection and mutual 
advantage.” 


There are excellent reasons for taking this 
step. The business at present is unprotitable, 
except in a few instanoes. A _ leading 
inijné owner here—one who was “in on the 
bottom” and a pioneer in the business—told 
meé only last Saturday that something had got 
to be done—-and be ‘‘done quick or the busi- 
ness would go to the dogs.”” The necessity for 
organization is found in depressed prices in 
Europe, high ocean treights, overproduction and 
unskillful mining. This mine owner said to me: 

‘“‘Why, how long can this thing goon as at 
present, and the owners and operators stand 
it? Let me lay afew facts before you: Ocean 
freights on phosphate rock to the United King- 
dom or continental ports are now 32 shillings, 
a rise ofgearly 100 per cent, the rates not long 
ago having averaged about seventeen shillings. 
The grain crop of. America is now mov- 
ing rapidly eastward, and the demand for 
vessels is increasing daily. This increase will, 
in all probability, continue for the next six 
months, and freights will, therefore, rise in- 
stead of decline in that period. Now, if you 
deduct from the price which a ton of the high- 
est grade phosphate rock brings in the}markets 
of LKurope—first the commissions, then the 
ocean freight, cost of loading, railroad 
freight to deep water, and the price of 
loading on the cars at the mines—you 
will have left only $4.31 with which to get a 
ton of the rock out of the bowels of the earth, 
dry it and prepare it for shipment as a 
marketable. This $4.31 will just about 
do that. But where are your profits? No- 
body isin this business for the purpose of 
swapping old dollars for new ones, and we 
alllook fora small interest on our invest- 
ments outside of a direct profit in the mining 
business. The troubleis, we have mined the 
rock too fastin Florida, Operators on the other 
side of the water have encouraged this, and a 
few rejected cargoes have helped to raisea 
general suspicion of the Florida rock, and of 
course have kept down prices. We must or- 
ganize—control the monthly output of both 
kinds of phosphate, the hard rock and the 
pebble. If we don’t, we shall be ‘done up.’”’ 

There are 121 regularly organized phosphate, 
mining and fertilizer manufacturing companies 
in Florida. Over half of them are in active 
operation. Their aggregate capital is over one 
hundred million dollars—not all paid in, how- 
ever. The company which has the largest 
capital is the Globe: Phosphate, Mining and 
Manufacturing Company of Tompkinsville 
and Ocala—$5,000,000. The stockholders are 
chietly foreigners. 

Next in point of capitalization are the 
Marion Phosphate Company, of Renfro, and 
the Sterling Phosphate Company, of Tampa— 
$3,000,000 each, chiefly home capital. The 
Marion and Citurs Counties Phosphate Com- 
pany, of Atlanta; the Giant company, of At- 
ianta, and the Standard company, of Ocala, 
have $2,000,000 each for their eapital. Two 
companies are capitalized at $1,500,000, four

His many friends in Atlanta and elsewhere 
will mourn the loss ofa kind and charitable 
friend, one esteemed personally, and as a phy- 
sician,and will look with pride upon his varied 
career. A braver soldier never lived, and the 
confederate veterans have lostan excellent 
member.

Dr. Asher was born in Tennessee in 1837. In 
1859 he graduated in medicine at Nashville, 
and the following year moved to Colorado and 
began his practice. Mining proved attractive 
then and he paid attention toit. He was the 
one to discover the famous mine, the ‘Hill 
House Lead,’”’ and soon the physician was 
basking in the sunshine of wealth. 

In the winter of that year he started south 
to join the confederate army. While crossing 
the mountains he was captured by some feder- 
als,a very large amount of guild dust taken 
from him,and he was putinto the prison at 
Denver. His treatment there was most inhu- 
man, and after a stay of several 
months, the doctor picked the locks 
that held- him prisoner and _ escaped. 
He swam the riverin a blinding snow, and 
went hurrying through New Mexico. He 
heard of Quantrell’s band, and started to join 
it. Frank James and Cole Younger found 
him of the right stuff, and presented him to 
the famous leader. 

Dr. Asher joined Morris’s detachment, and 
participated in every battle in which it was 
engaged. In Lawrenceville, at the well- 
known fight in '62, he and Quantrell rode into 
the thickest of the fight. They captured a 
man, and after » moment discovered he was a 
Mason. Both Quantrell andthe doctor were 
members of the order, and they placed over 
the prisoner a guard, who was instructed not 
to harm him. They then left for another 
portion of the battle. On returning, their 
brother Mason had been shot by the guard, 
and very promptly he was served likewise. 

The fights of Quantrell are all well known. 
In the bloodiest of these Dr. Asher was always 
in the front, somgtimes using only pistols for 
his weapons. On. August 19, 1863, the brigade 
was broken up, and the physician came 
to Georgia. In Murray’ county he 
formed a company of cavalry for a 
year’s service. After that he . was 


commissioned as surgeon of the railroad bat- 
talion raised by Captain W. A. Fuller. With 
this he remained until the war closed. In 3834

These products of the pathogenic microbes, 
called ptomaines, tend not only to destroy the life of the person infected, but result 
finally in the destruction of the microbes which produce them. This accounts for the 
self-limitation of infectious diseases when not fatal, such as measles, small-pox, etc. 4 


There are diseases, however, such as Scrofula, Contagious Blood 


ison, and 


their results and sequences, the limitation of which has hardly yet been fixed. The 
old treatment of mercury and potash would at best only hold the symptoms of these 
diseases in check, hoping that the pathogenic microbes might be destroyed by their 
own virus. This may happen in a term of years, but in the meantime the treatment
